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The coins were generally of thick wood about the size of 
a twenty-five cent piece, with the exception of the Sault Ste. Marie 
and the Canada Coin Exchange nickels which were of a large size 
and a thinner piece. The first wooden nickel was the one issued 
by Prescott. Although in the U.S. many wooden nickels have been 
issued it was not until 1938 the Prescott appeared. The Sault 
Ste. Marie coin was a 7c piece nicknamed a dickel (half way 
between a dime and a nickel).
